He explained that bitter feelings are often aroused among 
other workers by the handicapped one if this particular individual exceeds 
in output and dexterity, as is often true,

The discussions on-the-air-telephone conversations cover a variety of sub- 
jects, "Juniper 5-2385" is a big hit with the blind throughout this section 
of the nation, As a result of these conversations and the activity initiated, 
the blind have impressed Milton very much, He has found various ways in 
which they help each other and their neighbors, Milton has described their 
attitudes and character traits as inner strengths of the blind, It is quite 
revealing to hear what they have done for each other and their neighbors. 
Milton receives many letters as a result of the program and his recordings at 
the American Printing House for the Blind. This enables him to speak with 
much authority. 


Milton has confirmed what we have learned from the Apostle Paul when he 
said, "I will glory in my infirmities," (2 Cor, 12:5) This is the type of 
inner strength that is so much needed in this age, There is some evidence to 
believe that Paul may have had a visual difficulty. It could be further noted 
that Jesus said of the blind man in the 9th Chapter of John in the 3rd verse, 
"Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents: but that the works of God 
should be manifest in him," God has a plan for all people including the blind.

HOW AUTO RACING HAS HELPED THE WORLD 


To most people auto racing is an exciting but dangerous sport. Very 
few realize the contributions racing has made to the safety of our passenger 
cars and our roads, It has also helped us win wars, 


Devices used during World War II on airplanes and PT boats were first 
tried out and used in racing at the Indianapolis Speedway, Every time an 
American torpedo boat sank a Japanese destroyer, or one of our fighter planes 
downed a Zero, he owed a debt to racing car builder Henry Miller who devel- 
oped the supercharger, the backbone of these weapons. 


The jeep's four-wheel drive was first used on a racing car at Indianapolis, 
This device also served the vehicles employed by General Patton against the 
Germans. 


The rear-vision mirror, now required on all cars, appeared first on a 
racing car. The top improvements in transportation came from men who got 
their start in racing -- Henry Ford I and Eddie Rickenbacker, an ex-racing 
driver, Hydraulic brakes and many other types of brakes, shock absorbers, 
spark plugs, fuels and fuel pumps now in use are products which were developed 
first for the use of racers.
